One good thing to come out of last Saturday 
night's 4-3 loss to Parramatta Power was the 
return to form of David Seal. Sealy scored two 
goals and looked dangerous every time he got 
the ball and his performance was a relief to me, 
Sealy and everyone involved with the club. For me, it wasn't just a one off 
game last Saturday night and his return has been coming along for some 
time. When | dropped him, along with a few other players, he didn't spit 
the dummy. He knuckled down to training and did the hard work necessary 
to get himself fit. As a striker you have to be agile. The days of a big 
striker standing in the penalty box and waiting for the ball to come are 
gone and Sealy got that agility back and now looks all the better for it. He 
started to look good in training before | brought him back into first grade 
and then when he came back he looked sharper. 


As time has marched on he has got better and better and the goal against 
Sydney United seemed to restore his confidence. Another strike against 
Carlton, followed by the two against Parramatta and suddenly he has 
scored four goals in the last five matches and we now have some purpose 
in our attack. A lot of our improvement has also come down to Matthew 
Langdon’s return and the lift in form of Tony Perinich, but it is Sealy 
putting them away and we are all hoping it can continue. 


South Melbourne are the visitors tonight and we face a very big task if we 
want to get back on the winning road. They have rediscovered their form 
over the past two matches with solid wins over Sydney Olympic and 
Carlton, the teams coming first and second on the NSL ladder. 


Both those wins have come at home and we know they are a different 
class at Bob Jane Stadium, but nothing breeds confidence more than 
winning and they have that in their favour. What we have to do is make 
sure we tighten things up at the back. 


Against Parramatta we were too loose at the back, especially from set 
pieces and we will suffer the same fate if we give guys like Vaughan 
Coveny and Michael Curcija a free header inside the six-yard box. We also 
have to match South Melbourne in the middle of the park where they have 
Paul Trimboli and David Clarkson pulling the strings that move the entire 
side. Clarkson fights all day and we need to be at him all day, whereas 
Trimboli is the architect of the side. If we can get on top in the midfield 
and stay tight at the back, | believe Sealy, Perinich and Co. can do the job 
in front of goal.

| have been intending to write this for some time, 
however, the events of Saturday night at the 
Parramatta Power match have forced me to end my 
procrastination. 


As | stood and blew life into ‘Willy’ for the first time at 
that unforgettable match against Marconi in January 
‘99, | could not have imagined the Willy-mania that 
was to follow. 


Indeed, it made me proud to arrive at Spirit Point on 
Friday nights and not only to be greeted by the 
burgeoning population of ‘Willies’ but also seeing him 
feature on the cover of the fanzine, and in the excellent 
‘A Spirited Season’ publication which | have read from 
cover to cover and enjoyed immensely, and to hear the 
faithful sing his song. The enthusiasm with which 
‘Willy’ has been embraced by the punters has been 
impressive. 

In the space of two short months, ‘Willy's’ profile was 
lifted to the point that he was no longer just a friend of 
the terrace dwellers but was known to the players and 
got regular media coverage. His debut was beautifully 
captured in colour by the Daily Telegraph, an enlarged 
copy of the photograph has since been purchased for 
memorabilia purposes.

n the reverse leg of the match against Carlton, 
having played them just five days previously, 
Spirit were once again to be on the end of some 
colourful - if not fanciful? - refereeing decisions 
that could have cost the club a much needed 

win, and not for the first time this season.

In a match that Spirit really needed to win, the 
introduction of Abbas Saad on the hour mark 
really turned the game on its head. 


Firstly it was Saad who set-up Matthew Bingley 
for Spirit’s second equaliser of the match in the 
82nd minute, the latter volleying home from six 
metres out, before crowning a terrific performance 
by scoring the winner five minutes later.

The Spirit were back on the road again after a 
heavy home fixture session and the signs were 
looking good after beginning to play the sort of 
football everyone knew they could, but as is 
usual with the season to date, fate had decreed 
another twist in the tail was waiting in the wings. 


Once more Spirit looked good in the opening 
exchanges of this match only to see chances 
wasted and stout defending keeping the scores 
locked at nil-all. 


Referee Matthew Breeze waved away a penalty 
claim after only four minutes of the match when 
Alex Moriera went down rather dramatically inside 
the Spirit penalty area claiming to have been 
pushed. However, he was to award the home 
side a penalty in the final minute of the game to 
the home side. 


Before the end of the first-half Troy Cranney 
probably had Spirit's best chance of the opening 
stanza when rising unmarked at the far post he 
was to see his header from a Mattie Langdon 
cross hit the side netting. 


Apart from the odd attempt, the goalmouth action 
dried up and the game looked to have nil-all 
written all over it, especially with Paul Henderson, 
deputising for the suspended John Perash in 
goals, pulled off a fantastic double-save to thwart 
Carlton in the 82nd minute. 


Moriera hit a rising drive that Henderson did well 
to reach but the ball spilled out of his grasp and 
the first to react was Archie Thompson. 
Henderson was quick to regain his feet and made 
a desperate diving save to deny the Carlton 
striker from no more than eight metres out. 


Thompson himself was involved in another 
bizarre incident during the second-half when he 
was booked for ‘diving’. Speeding down the left 
flank at full speed he was met by a crunching 
Matthew Bingley tackle only for Breeze to insist 
the player was already ‘diving’ before he reached 
the Spirit player. 


Spirit coach Graham Arnold was honest in his 
appraisal of the decision when he stated 
afterwards: “We heard the tackle from the bench 
and when the referee reached into his pocket, we 
thought that Bingley would be receiving the card. 
To be honest, Thompson should not have been 
booked for this one.” 


However, it was a decision moments later that 
had Arnold fuming. 


Troy Cranney and Carlton's Andrew Packer both 
lost sight of the ball when challenging each other. 
The unsighted Cranney still challenged for the ball, 
unbeknown to him that it was some six metres 
further down the pitch, and committed a foul. 
However, Arnold was again critical of the standard 
of refereeing when at the post-match conference he 
said: “Troy did end up fouling Packer but it was his 
first foul of the game. If you know the type of player 
he is, you would know he is not the type to lash out 
under any circumstance. | think this is the first red 
card he has received and it hurt us in this game.

he first ever meeting between these two 

Sydney sides would be a wonderful spectacle 
for the fans and ask as many questions as it would 
provide answers on a night many agreed they 
witnessed a strange game of football. 


To have been on the road again and to have scored 
three goals, Spirit fans could be excused for 
thinking the side would have won the game but on 
a wonderfully warm summers evening in western 
Sydney, things didn't go quite according to plan.

Spirit reacted almost immediately and David Seal, 
starting to find his true form after returning to 
Australia, was on hand to add the finishing touch. 
Seal met the ball powerfully to head toward goal 
only for the ‘keeper to lose possession after 
blocking. The Spirit striker needed no second 
invitation and scored his first of the evening with a 
right foot tap-in to level the scores just two 
minutes later. 


Power's Griffiths added his second of the night in 
the 15th minute with another header from a set 
piece that left the Spirit defence flat footed and 
looking for who should have been tracking the 
blonde striker. 


Although the visiting side have had problems 
scoring inside the first half-hour, they levelled 
again in the 25th minute when a Mattie Langdon 
cross found its way into the net, thanks to Seal 
creating havoc in the box and doing enough to 
distract the ‘keeper. 


Locked at two-all at the break, another set-piece and 
another goal for the Power came five minutes into the 
second-half when a perfectly floated free-kick found 
Michael Santalab ghosting in unmarked to head 
powerfully past John Perosh to leave Spirit behind for 
the third time in the match. 


However, showing the same fight that brought all 
three points against Carlton the previous week, 
remarkably Spirit were level again two minutes later as 
Seal once more turned the ball in from a header to 
lock the scores at three apiece, and the supporters 
lapping up the goal-fest 

before them. 


Sixty seconds later and Richard Plesa played the ball 
to Steve Laybutt who headed into the Spirit penalty 
area where Steve Berry, looking suspiciously offside, 
challenged Perosh. Somehow the ball managed to 
find its way through the congestion and landed at the 
feet of Mile Sterjovski who had no trouble in putting 
Power ahead for the fourth and final time of this 
pulsating match. 


Berry appeared to handle inside the Power area late on 
in the game but his side should probably have had a 
penalty also. 


The result leaves Spirit with an uphill battle to make 
the six but if they continue to play this brand of 
football in the coming weeks, it’s certainly not beyond 
the side and will make the achievement all that bit 
sweeter.
